burgk, the director of the Botanical gardens 
at Adelaide, on the Influence of forests on cli- 
mate. The object of the author IB to prove 
that the destruction of forests usually has the 
effect of reducing the rainfall, while, ou the 
contrary, the planting of. trees broadcast over 
a corinUy is-one of the best methods which 
can be adopted for ameliorating Its climate 
and Increasing the annual fall of rain. U 
cannot, indeed, bo proved that the climate of 
.South Australia Is altering for the worse hi 
this respect In fact, a' comparison of- tho 
meteorological records-will show that the an- 
nual average rain(a|l for Iho colony during 
Iho past len yearsUias heen'J'1.1 inches, as 
computed wini ~u.i'. menus for LIIC previous 
ten years. T|ic fact is; that in' tho "aKrinultn.- 


'those'whlch .were not originally timbered, the 
briuKlng of the land Into cultivation has had 
the effect of Slightly favorlm; the fall of rain.
